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Missed opportunity for affordable homes 


PLANS to turn Bridport’s former magis¬ 
trates’ court into retirement flats represent a 
“missed opportunity” to build affordable 
homes in the heart of the town, according to 
critics. 

Churchill Retirement Living is proposing to convert 
The Court House, in Rax Lane, into sheltered housing 
for the elderly, and has submitted detailed plans to 
West Dorset District Council for consideration. 

The retirement developer says housing supply in 
Bridport must cater for a growing elderly population, 
but the Future Bridport group believes young first¬ 
time buyers are being abandoned. 

“Though I appreciate we have an ageing population 
and their need for accommodation, I personally find 
it very sad that the old magistrates’ court is being de¬ 
veloped for retirement flats,” said Future Bridport 
campaigner Ian Harvey. 
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“This is a missed opportunity to have low-cost 
homes in the town.” 

Churchill plans to convert the vacant building into 
26 retirement flats, comprising 18 one-bed and eight 
two-bed properties. 

According to the developer, the number of people 


aged 65 and over is expected to increase by 11.6 per 
cent by 2017 - an extra 3,200 elderly people - and by 
2037, the age group will make up almost 40 per cent 
of Bridport’s population. 

In reports submitted as part of the application, a 
Churchill representative said: “The impact of under¬ 
occupation is significant and will worsen as the pro¬ 
portion of older people in the population increases, 
both now and in the long term. 

“Our analysis of the key factors affecting future 
growth and of local supply and demand balance pro-

• COULD you tell us a bit more about what Mov¬ 
ing On and the Harmony Drop-in centre offer? 

They both offer a much needed place to go to meet 
others, find support and friendship, and get in touch 
with activities, groups, courses or community 
events or advice and signposting. Moving On, as a 
registered charity, has also provided facilitators for 
activities such as swimming, many craft activities 
and outings. Harmony has only been open for a few 
weeks, but members have started cooking, art, craft 
and music activities. The two groups complement 
each other. 

• HOW did you work with the centres come 
about? 

I suffer from OCD, a very debilitating psychiatric dis¬ 
order. I found working incredibly difficult and each 
time I was offered promotion, I found the responsi¬ 
bility became too much. However, I do need to fill 
my time and I also want to help fellow sufferers from 
mental illness as much as I can. A lot of service users 
don't want to speak out about the hardships and, 
often, injustice they suffer, and I made up my mind 
that I would always speak out on their behalf. 

I was a volunteer at the Dorset Mental Health 
Forum, which led to founding the forum's OakTree 
social club - something which everyone at the time 
thought was impossible to achieve. Since then, I've 
volunteered at the Moving On group in Bridport, 
and last year was one of three founders of the new 
Harmony drop-in centre in Downes Street.

• YOU have also campaigned a lot about cuts to 
mental health services, could you tell us more 
about this and what you have done? 

Mental health has never been funded equally with 
physical health in Dorset. The present cuts bear 
more heavily on the mental health services as beds 
have been cut and in-patients might be in hospital 
many, many miles away. The home treatment strat¬ 
egy is under severe pressure because of lack of staff. 

I joined the HUGS campaign against the bed clo¬ 
sures at the Hughes Unit at Bridport Hospital and I 
brought a judicial review of Dorset Healthcare 
Trust's lack of proper consultation over the changes. 
It was hard, and we didn't win, though some strong 
criticisms of the process were made, but I feel the 
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campaign has really highlighted service users' rights 
to be consulted. I speak up for this whenever I can, 
and I've been interviewed on radio, TV and in the 
press. I must pay tribute to the work done by HUGS 
leader Simon Williams and so many other service 
users and carers to get the service they deserve. 

• WHAT is next to come for the Harmony Drop- 
in centre? What do you hope it achieves? 

We're growing fast! We have more members, mean¬ 
ing we're reaching more people who would other¬ 
wise be struggling alone. Hearing members say that 
they're gaining strength from attending and help¬ 
ing each other, as they do, is part of what we hope 
for. We want to end the stigma still surrounding 
mental illness in some people's minds, by showing 
just what we can achieve. 


• DO you think the Harmony Drop-in centre and 
Moving On group have been helpful in the local 
area? 

Definitely yes! For some people it is truly a lifeline. 
You would never believe how much members and 
volunteers have taken it to their hearts. For people 
to be able to help themselves to get on a sound 
footing, whether with their friends, families, work or 
learning, must be helpful to everyone in the com¬ 
munity. There is such an atmosphere of friendship 
and optimism. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

The Duchess of Cambridge, because she seems so 
friendly and unaffected, I'd love to talk to her, the 
manager of my football team, Spurs, and Judith, 
who is the owner of Paddy, the Berkshire Search and 
Rescue dog I sponsor - as long as Paddy comes too.

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Police crash brings suspect to a halt 


POLICE in Bridport have arrested a sus¬ 
pected drink or drug driver who put pedes¬ 
trians' lives at risk, after officers carried out 
a "tactical" collision in the town centre. 

A police car slammed head-on into the sus- 
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pect's vehicle outside Peacocks in East Street last 
Wednesday afternoon (February 25th), after the 
driver had mounted the kerb and caused pedes¬ 
trians to scatter in panic. 

A spokesperson for the force said the officer 
had made "tactical contact" with the suspect's 
vehicle in order to protect members of the pub¬ 
lic. 

The dramatic scene unfolded shortly after 2pm, 
right in front of traders and shoppers at the 
height of the weekly street market. 


Neither the police officer who caused the colli¬ 
sion or the suspect were injured in the crash, 
which brought both vehicles to a stop at the 
junction with Downes Street. 

The police car had been travelling along East 
Street when it spotted the vehicle, a silver Rover, 
on top of the kerb moving in the opposite direc¬ 
tion. 

The driver collided with three other cars and 
then continued along the road with two wheels 
on the pavement, causing pedestrians to rush 
out of the way. 

A spokesperson for the force said: "At this time 
a police vehicle was in East Street travelling in the 



opposite direction, when the Rover was seen 
driving on the pavement. 

"To prevent serious injury to members of the 
public or indeed the occupants of the Rover, the 
police driver used her vehicle to make tactical 
contact with the Rover, which was stopped at the 
junction with Downes Street. 

"Neither he [the driver] nor the police officers 
were injured in this accident and the passenger 
in the car was checked by paramedics at the 
scene before being released." 

Police later confirmed that the driver, a 42-year- 
old man, was arrested at the scene. 

He and another man had been spotted getting 
into the car in West Allington, before driving off 
towards the town centre. 

A witness said they both appeared to be under 
the influence and that the driver had been 
"barely able to stand." 

The road was closed for some time while those 
involved were treated by paramedics, with traffic 
directed away from the scene via South Street. 

Other witness and anyone with information 
about the incident is advised to contact PC Stuart 
Smith of the Dorset Police traffic department by 
calling the 101 non-emergency number.

But critics have dis¬ 
missed Churchill’s pro¬ 
posals as another exam¬ 
ple of planning policy 
that is driving young 
people out of Bridport. 

They say first-time 
buyers are unable to get 
onto the property ladder 
and are being priced out 
of the town. 

Responding to the de¬ 
veloper’s application, 
Gundry Lane resident 
Rebecca Stones said: 
“Bridport needs more af¬ 
fordable homes for first¬ 
time buyers and young 
families in order for the 


town to continue to 
grow. 

“What this town needs 
is an incentive for the 
younger population to 
stay put in housing that 
they can afford and not 
for more retired people 
moving into the area. 

“If we allow this type 
of application to con¬ 
tinue, Bridport will be¬ 
come just another 
struggling seaside town 
with an elderly popula¬ 
tion and not the vibrant 
community that we need 
to encourage.” 

Members of Bridport 
Town Council’s plans 
committee met to discuss 


Churchill’s application 
on Monday, where fur¬ 
ther concerns were raised 
about the building’s vi¬ 
sual impact on the town. 

Residents of Garden 
Close, which is opposite 
The Court House, believe 
the proposed complex is 
too high and will “loom 
over the town.” 

Councillors also com¬ 
mented on the loss of 
parking spaces at the 
complex, where Church¬ 
ill is only proposing to 
provide nine bays. 

Councillor Martin Ray 
said a similar problem at 
Peelers Court had led to 
drivers parking on the

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grass. 

Councillor Philip 
Lathey added: “We are 
not against the develop¬ 
ment, we are against the 
height and the impact 
that it will have. 

“We also need to look 
at the potential for more 
parking spaces within the 
development as well. 

“People are driving at 
an older age now and 
there is also the need for 
some of the residents of 
those properties to have 
carers, who will need to 
park somewhere.”

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Turnaround plan'for 
waste partnership 


COUNCIL chiefs will meet next 
week to discuss an urgent “turn¬ 
around plan” for the Dorset Waste 
Partnership, after the scheme 
overspent by almost £3 million. 

The director of the partnership, 
Steve Burdis, has been temporar¬ 
ily suspended while the process is 
carried out. 

The partnership - funded by the 
seven Dorset councils - was 
formed in 2011 to boost recycling 
and cut costs, but has come under 
fire in recent months for its 
budget management. 

The DWP joint committee, 
whose chairman previously de¬ 
scribed the partnership’s failings 
as “unacceptable”, will now con¬ 
sider the findings of three sepa¬ 
rate reviews. 

Councillors will also receive a 
report from Dorset County Coun-

oil’s monitoring officer revealing 
that the partnership hired vehicles 
without a proper tendering 
process. 

They are set to approve an ac¬ 
tion plan at the meeting, after an 
independent investigation was 
launched into the matter. 

Officials are reviewing the 
DWP’s vehicle hire and effi¬ 
ciency procedures, following a 
reported overspend of £2.8 mil¬ 
lion. 

The project will be temporarily 
led by Mike Harries, the county 
council's director for environment 
and economy, and Steve Macken¬ 
zie, chief executive of Purbeck 


District Council. 

Consultants at WYG have also 
been appointed to oversee the im¬ 
provement plan and “restore con¬ 
fidence” in the scheme. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, 
leader of West Dorset District 
Council and chairman of the 
DWP joint committee, previously 
said: “Councillors will carefully 
consider the recommendations 
from the independent reviews to 
agree the necessary actions and 
future direction. 

“Dorset councils remain com¬ 
mitted to working together to pro¬ 
vide the best possible waste 
services for the best possible 
value during these very challeng¬ 
ing times.” 

The DWP joint committee will 
meet on Wednesday (March 11th) 
to discuss the reviews. 


Tri-council plans approved 


COUNCILLORS have given their final seal of ap¬ 
proval to "ground-breaking" plans to establish a 
tri-council partnership in Dorset. 

Members of West Dorset District Council and 
Weymouth and Portland Borough Council have 
agreed to complete the deal with colleagues in 
North Dorset, which will see costs reduced by £6 
million by 2020. 

Under the terms of the agreement, the three 
authorities will share a single workforce, with 
current WDDC and W&PBC chief executive Matt 
Prosser, heading up the new partnership. 

Each council will remain independent and 
equal, and councillors will still be able to make 
decisions affecting their areas. 

The two authorities reached their final deci¬ 
sions last week, after North Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil had already approved the plans. 

• WEST Dorset District Council has agreed a 
near two per cent increase in its share of council 
tax. 

The authority claims that local residents will be 
paying one of the lowest council tax rates in the 
country and describes the increase as "modest". 

For most homes in the district, the increase - 


together with those for the county council, 
emergency services and town / parish councils - 
will mean average spending on local services of 
around £2,000. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, Leader of the West 
Dorset District Council, said: "We are proud to 
charge one of the lowest council tax rates in Eng¬ 
land. 

"Huge efforts are being made to reduce costs 
and protect services. We are working in partner¬ 
ship with other councils where we can and also 
reviewing how we provide services.This is a diffi¬ 
cult time for local government but we are meet¬ 
ing the tough financial situation head-on." 

The council says it expects to have £9million 
less to run services with by 2020 than it had in 
2010, due to to a decrease in funding and rising 
costs.

‘committee’ form. 

The issue is a simple one in that the Localism Act 
2011 allows a choice of forms of local governance, 
and enables residents to trigger a referendum on 
them on achievement of five per cent of those on 


the electoral roll signing the petition. 

Our Bucky Doo Square follow-up signing ses¬ 
sion on Saturday, February 28th was very success¬ 
ful - it achieved 512 new signings. 

More signing sessions are being arranged - de¬ 
tails will appear on the website publicfirstgroup. 
co.uk 

West Dorset residents are not alone in seeking to 
move from cabinet government - where the leader 
typically selects five or six colleagues from the 
same party for the central policy-creating role - 
and to move to a ‘committee’ form of governance. 

It was achieved in Fylde in Lancashire. Then in 
Canterbury the Conservative Council, aware of the 
apparent strength of feeling at the petition stage, 


decided to change of their own accord from a cab¬ 
inet to committee system, so allowing all council¬ 
lors a role in policy-making, and avoiding the need 
for residents to fund any referendum. 

West Dorset District Council would have the op¬ 
tion of doing this, ensuring no referendum cost, 
but of course is under no obligation to do so. 

Public First Group will continue to exercise its 
right to argue the case for the ‘committee’ system, 
which we believe to be more democratic, inclusive 
and likely to benefit from a wider spread of opin¬ 
ions during policy-making.

TIC decision on hold 


DISCUSSIONS over the future of Brid- 
port Tourist Information Centre have 
come to a halt until a new town coun¬ 
cil is elected in May. 

A review into the service is still on¬ 
going, and West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil is expected to make a decision at 
the end of the year. 

Bridport Tourist Information Centre 
is still at risk of being closed as part of 
WDDC's service review to save at least 
£300,000. 

But town councillors have agreed to 
come back to the issue when a new 
council is in place after the local elec¬ 
tions in May. 

Bob Gillis, Bridport town clerk, said: 
"It is still going through the review 
and they have concluded with deci¬ 
sions being taken by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council in December or January. 

"They are due to carry on consulting 
with stakeholders over the next few 
months, and then a public consulta¬ 
tion will follow later in the year. 

"We have a new council starting 
after May and we will come back to 
this issue along with the other service 
reviews after that time, with a view to 
looking at the options for the tourist 
information centre. 
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"The town council's view remains 
that they would like West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to carry on maintaining 
that service, but as we know, they are 
looking at it and reviewing all the al¬ 
ternative options. 

"The town council will be a part of 
those discussions and they will pick 
up again after May." 

West Dorset District Council is cur¬ 
rently in the process of a major review 
of its services and has earmarked TICs 
as a potential area to make savings, 
admitting that some could be re¬ 
duced or stopped altogether. 

The Bridport and District Tourism 
Association fears that the closure of 
the TIC could have a detrimental ef¬ 
fect on local businesses as they could 
lose out on tourism from across West 
Dorset. 

WDDC anticipates to have around 
£9.2million less per year to spend on 
services in 2020 compared to 2010, 
and potential cost-cutting solutions 
are being discussed.

A BRIDPORT councillor is calling for 
Broadchurch creator Chris Chibnall to 
be formally recognised by the town 
for his tireless efforts to promote 
tourism in the area. 

Councillor Keith Day, ward member 
for Bridport North, said Mr Chibnall 
deserved high praise for driving the 
so-called 'Broadchurch effect', which 
has boosted local businesses since the 
series returned to television screens in 
January. 

Councillor Day said West Bay had 
seen an"unprecedented"explosion in 
visitor interest during February thanks 
to the show - a trend that has helped 
to keep traders in business during the 
winter. 

And he has now floated the idea of

"The 'Broadchurch effect' has been 
considerable throughout West Bay 
and Bridport, with an amazing in¬ 
crease in visitor numbers, even in the 
worst months of winter," said Council¬ 
lor Day. 

"In my opinion, the numbers of visi¬ 
tors to West Bay during this last week¬ 
end has been unprecedented for mid 
to late February. This has had a corre¬ 
sponding beneficial effect on the 
businesses of Bridport. 

"I would like to suggest that the 
town gives some form of recognition 
to Chris Chibnall for single-handedly 
doing more to raise the profile of Brid¬ 
port and West Bay, and for promoting 
tourism in this area more than any¬ 
thing or anyone else has for years." 

The second series of the critically ac¬ 
claimed ITV drama, parts of which 
were filmed in the area, came to an 
end last month.

Vearse Farm plans 
to be made public 


DETAILED plans for a 
major housing develop¬ 
ment at Vearse Farm 
will be displayed to the 
public next week. 

Developer Hallam 
Land Management will 
present the initial 
design concepts for 
its proposals to resi¬ 
dents at Bridport Town 
Hall on Monday 
(March 9th). 

The plans include 760 
homes - some of which 
would be affordable - a 
primary school, play 
areas, sports pitches, a 
care home and a pub. 

The developer also in¬ 
tends to set up sustain¬ 
able drainage systems, 


as well as creating foot¬ 
paths and cycle links 
into the town centre. 

Up to four hectares 
would also be set aside 
for employment land at 
Vearse Farm. 

Andrew Birch, re¬ 
gional manager at Hal¬ 
lam Land Management, 
said the event would 
help the project team 
gather a range of ideas 
and suggestions to de¬ 
velop a masterplan for 
the site. 

“The proposals to be 
displayed at the exhibi¬ 
tion provide an initial 
framework of how the 
site could be developed, 
which has also been 


shaped by initial techni¬ 
cal studies,” Mr Birch 
said. 

“We want to hear 
from the local commu¬ 
nity before we submit a 
planning application 
and will be displaying 
our plans at the exhibi¬ 
tion. 

“Our project team will 
be at the exhibition to 
answer questions and 
listen to feedback. The 
comments we receive 
will help us tailor our 
proposals.”

Weird Fish arrives in Dorchester 


SEAFOOD chefs at the Hive Beach 
Cafe in Burton Bradstock are among 
hundreds of coastal campaigners 
backing calls for a greener solution 
to the fishing crisis that poses a 
threat to the industry’s future. 

Volunteers have been out in Brid- 
port and West Bay recently collect¬ 
ing signatures for a unique visual 
display designed to promote the 
cause of local fishermen, as the tra¬ 
ditional coastal trade is threatened 
by dwindling fish stocks. 

Activists from the New Under Ten 
Fishermen’s Association (NUFTA) 
have teamed up with environmental 
pressure group Greenpeace to drive 
the campaign in support of local, 
low-impact fishing boats. 

The protestors, who will be visit¬ 
ing 23 coastal constituencies in the 
run-up to May’s general election, are 
inviting people who feel passion¬ 
ately about their communities to 
back the campaign. 

They will be bringing the ‘Rising 
Tide’ fishing boat to West Dorset, as 
part of a plan to add the signatures 
of 500 local supporters to a bunting 
display on board. 

Barry George, head chef at the 
Hive Beach cafe in Burton Brad- 
stock, said he was fully behind the 
campaign: “We source our produce 
from the local day boats because we 
believe in their ethics and fishing 
methods,” said Mr George, whose 
team has been supporting NUTFA’s 
campaign since 2012. 

“We support the demands for a 
higher quota to go to low-impact, 
local fishermen. There is nothing 
that compares with the quality they 
provide.” 
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Activists have drawn up a five- 
point plan of action, which includes: 
giving local, sustainable fishing 
boats a fair share of the quota; 
restoring fish stocks by rewarding 
selective fishing methods; protecting 
the ocean in a way that benefits 
coastal communities; giving local 
boats priority access to coastal wa¬ 
ters; and ensuring small-scale fish¬ 
ermen are represented at the highest 
level in Europe. 

The campaign is visiting West 
Dorset this month in search of 
‘coastal champions’ - parliamentary 
representatives who can take up the 
cause in Westminster. 

Two public meetings will be held 
- one in Lyme Regis and a second in 
Weymouth - to which the con¬ 
stituency’s parliamentary candidates 
will be invited and encouraged to 
sign up as ‘coastal champions’. 

The two events will feature a ques¬ 
tion and answer session with the par¬ 


liamentary candidates, who will then 
be invited to sign up to NUTFA and 
Greenpeace’s plan. 

The first takes place at the Cobb 
Centre in Lyme Regis on Wednes¬ 
day (March 11th) at 6pm, before a 
family event at Weymouth’s Custom 
Quay on Saturday (March 14th) be¬ 
tween 11am and 1:30pm. 

Irene Statham, co-ordinator of the 
West Dorset Greenpeace group, 
said: “Local volunteers have been in 
Bridport and West Bay collecting 
500 signatures on bunting to deco¬ 
rate the ‘Rising Tide’. 

“We are inviting all those who care 
about coastal communities to attend 
one of these events and to challenge 
their parliamentary candidates to put 
local fishermen first. 

“Recruiting ‘coastal champions’ 
from all parties will help to ensure 
that whatever the next government 
looks like, it will work to protect the 
marine environment and coastal 
communities.”

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Broadband dead end could'devastate'village 


FUMING residents in Uploders, 
near Bridport, have warned that 
the long-term future of the vil¬ 
lage is at risk, unless steps are 
taken to bring superfast broad¬ 
band to households. 

Local businesspeople have 
formed a campaign group to call 
for urgent action over the lack of 
high-speed service, which is di¬ 
rectly affecting almost half the 
households in the village. 

The Superfast Dorset project - 
a collaboration between the gov¬ 
ernment, local authorities and 
BT to bring high-speed internet 
to rural communities - is cur¬ 
rently rolling out the technology 
across the county. 

But Uploders falls into a re¬ 
mote area that bosses say they 
may not be able to reach. 

Angry residents feel they have 
been unfairly excluded from the 
rollout and have been gathering 
support for a petition they will 
present to Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil chiefs next week. 

Local businesswoman Claire 
Upton, who has been surveying 
residents over the last few 
weeks, said there had been 100 
per cent support for the cam¬ 
paign from villagers. 

“I knew there were people like 
me running businesses in the vil¬ 
lage, but we were very surprised 
to discover just how many peo- 
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pie needed reliable and fast in¬ 
ternet for work and/or educa¬ 
tional reasons,” she said. 

“The overwhelming majority 
expressed their need to use the 
internet for shopping, entertain¬ 
ment and, particularly among 
the older residents, to keep in 
touch with family via Skype and 
email - the internet is a vital tool 
for combating rural isolation. 

“Without it the village may be 
unable to retain existing busi¬ 
nesses and families, and is un¬ 
likely to attract more. In the long 
term this could devastate the vil¬ 
lage.” 

The campaign’s survey found 
that 44 per cent of households in 
the village have a business, 
work or educational reason for 
needing the superfast service. 

They fear that the parish will 
be split in two when nearby 
Loders is connected to fibre- 
optic broadband during the next 
phase of the rollout. 

And the group points out that 
Uploders is not alone, because 
the government’s target is only 
to reach 95 per cent of properties 
in each county. 

Claire Upton added: “It is 
quite deliberate - BT and Super¬ 


fast Dorset just had to identify 
the five per cent that might be a 
little more expensive. 

“Public money will only go 
where profits are the biggest. 
That, to most people, seems the 
wrong way round.” 

Complex technical issues 
mean Loders, which is just 300 
yards of farmland away, can ac¬ 
cess the Bridport exchange and 
is due to be connected later this 
year, while Uploders lies outside 
the designated zone and could 
be without the service for some 
time. 

Speaking at a recent meeting 
of the Bridport Local Area Part¬ 
nership, Superfast Dorset’s 
Abby Gordon-Farleigh said: 
“The exchange boundary runs in 
between the two villages. 
Loders is in the Bridport ex¬ 
change and Uploders sits in the 
Powerstock exchange area. 

“The cabinet that serves 
houses in Uploders is nowhere 
near the village - it is so far 
away that even if we brought su¬ 
perfast to the cabinet, the houses 
would be too far away to have it 
and benefit from it. 

“It would also be a huge ex¬ 
pense and everyone would have 
to change their telephone num¬ 
bers. 

“We understand it is compli¬ 
cated and is not great news for 


everyone.” 

A spokesperson from Dorset 
County Council’s superfast 
broadband team said project 
bosses were continuing to look 
for ways to extend the rollout to 
the most remote communities. 

“The rollout is modelled on the 
most effective and efficient de¬ 
ployment of resources avail¬ 
able”, said the spokesperson. 

“Although some communities 
are not expected to gain access 
in the current rollout plans, this 
is not the final picture for these 
areas. 

“We are continuing to extend 
the reach of the project through 
additional procurement and im¬ 
provements in technology.” 

Similar problems are affecting 
villagers in Powerstock, Swyre 
and West Bexington.

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Plans for community open space underway 


A PROJECT to transform a derelict na¬ 
ture reserve into a community garden 
is well underway. 

A committee of residents are rede¬ 
veloping the Asker Nature Reserve be¬ 
hind South Street car park off Church 
Street, which is owned by Bridport 
Town Council, to make it a facility for 
all ages and abilities. 

After initial research, Aileen Shackell 
- a local landscape designer - was re¬ 
cruited to produce an initial design 
that went to public consultation last 
year. 

The group have received funding 
from Bridport Round Table, Bridport 
Lions Club, Mencap, the Bridport 
Community Area Fund and Bridport 
Town Council's environment budget 
and have already started to clear away 
brambles and have added a path 
through the site. 

Three benches have already been 
donated and put in by John Bright 
Fencing and bird and bat boxes, do¬ 
nated by Animal House in Bridport, 
have been put up. 

Alan Leach, one of the project com¬ 
mittee members, said: "The next stage 
is to start clearing shrubbery, look at 
developing the pond area and to 
agree on a planting plan on trees and 
wildflowers. 

"Earlier this month we were de¬ 
lighted to have a visit from Vinny Gan- 
ley, Grow Wild UK Partnership 
manager, and Nick Grey of Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, who is working with the 
committee on a five year plan on 
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management planting and mainte¬ 
nance. 

"We would also be very pleased to 
hear from any volunteer groups who 


wish to participate in clearing and 
planting." 

The committee have also received 
support and feedback from pupils and 
staff at St Mary's Primary School and 
Fisherman's Arms day centre as it is 
hoped they will benefit from the re¬ 
vamped community space. 


They are currently working along¬ 
side town surveyor Daryl Chambers to 
bring together a ten year manage¬ 
ment plan for the site. 

Mr Chambers said: "It is hoped that 
now some clearing has been done 
and there is an accessible path 
through the site, that we will hold a 


consultation day to get people's ideas 
and input to build into the plan. 

"This is a great opportunity for a 
community led group to look after 
and protect one of the best open 
spaces in the town." 

And although the project is in early 
days, residents are thrilled with what 
has already been done to a once 
abandoned space. 

June Cooke, a local resident, said: 
"After years of trailing through here 
and wondering what would happen, 
at long last something is happening 
and it is exciting. 

"It will bring a lot of joy and people 
are already using the benches -1 think 
it will be amazing." 

But the committee would also wel¬ 
come any help from people that could 
volunteer their time and clear the site 
and be more involved with the proj¬ 
ect. 

A spokesman who is helping with 
the project said: "We are looking for 
volunteers to help with future tasks 
such as wildflower planting and sow¬ 
ing, balsam pulling, litter picking and 
wildlife surveys. 

"One of the aims of the project is to 
encourage local people to participate 
in the development of the open space 
and utilise, share and foster local ex¬ 
pertise and skills to create a thriving 
community venture."

Author tells of his father's 
wartime heroics in new book 

A BRIDPORT resident has re-told the re¬ 
markable story of his father's role in World 
War II, writes LOTTIE WELCH . 

Gunboat Command by Antony Hichens is 
the story of Lieutenant Commander Robert 
Hichens, who was the most highly deco¬ 
rated Royal Navy Volunteer Reserve Officer 
of the Second World War. 

The book is a tribute to the man known to 
all in the navy as 'Hitch' who tragically died 
in action in April 1943. 

His son, Antony Hichens, has used his fa¬ 
ther's diaries, records and accounts of those 
who served with him in motor gunboats to 
publish the book. 

Antony Hichens said: "We should never 
forget how thousands of young men, 
straight from civilian life, crewed hundreds 
of motor gunboats and motor torpedo 
boats in the Battle of the Narrow Seas.

ronment of West Dorset 
must not be allowed to 
be damaged by inappro¬ 
priate development," he 
said. 

"The Government 
should adopt a more for¬ 
ward-thinking approach 
which is more economi¬ 
cally and environmentally 
sustainable than fracking 
is." 

In its 'position state¬ 
ment', the group high¬ 
lights concerns about the 
large quantities of water 
that are used in the 
process and the resulting 
contamination of air and 
water around a fracking 
site. 

The process involves in¬ 
jecting a mixture of 
water, sand and chemi¬ 
cals through holes into 
gas-bearing rocks under¬ 
ground. This allows for 
the gas to be released 
and collected at the sur¬ 
face. 

The West Dorset Part¬ 
nership launched its posi¬ 
tion statement as part of 
Climate Week, which runs 
from March 2nd to 8th. 

The group comprises a 
range of local organisa¬ 
tions, including churches, 
emergency services, 
housing associations, 
health bodies and envi¬ 
ronmental groups.

'A Sky Full of Stars' 

at Bridport Arts Centre 



GOLD lame glittering, pony tails flying, silky skirts twirling, 
bow ties, the stomp of mass tap steps in perfect timing.... 
It was Bridport Youth Dance's annual show at Bridport Arts 
Centre. Year on year Nikki Northover's dancers display their 
skill and panache; we see young performers develop and 
shine, and several progress to careers in the arts. 

'We become individuals through strong and bold move¬ 
ment', one dancer wrote in the programme of this their 11th 
show, 'A Sky Full of Stars'. Strong and bold, yes, and how 
these performances must build the confidence and well¬ 
being of those involved. As well as becoming individuals, 
they also learn to share and work together as they co-ordi¬ 
nate movements, lean, lift and balance, trusting each 
other's solidity and timing.

Motor Industry Sends SOS 
Over Poor Careers Advice 


POOR provision of careers ad¬ 
vice is a road block to economic 
growth, says Institute of the 
Motor Industry (IMI). 

The warning follows IMI spon¬ 
sored research from the Industry 
Apprentice Council (IAC), which 
showed that 45% of current in¬ 
dustry apprentices had received 


poor or no advice and guidance 
on their career choice. Mean¬ 
while, less than 10% said a ca¬ 
reers advisor or teacher had 
helped them find out about ap¬ 
prenticeships. There is currently 
no statutory requirement for 
young people to have access to 
face to face careers advice.

"All the major 
political parties 
have been keen 
to include ap¬ 
prenticeships as

However, 
the IAC survey shows that the 
provision of careers advice in the 
UK has become so poor that it is 
increasingly difficult for young 
people to discover apprentice¬ 
ships. If parties wish to see their 
long term economic plans come 
to fruition they must address 
this. 

In the motor industry we work 
in a dynamic, high tech, environ¬ 
ment which needs bright minds 
to keep up with rapidly evolving 
technology. But we are already 
seeing examples in the sector 
where top apprenticeship pro¬ 
grams are struggling to attract 
the calibre of student they need. 
Young people are being directed 
to academic routes without any 
reference to alternatives. We des¬ 
perately need a system in place 
where young people are consis¬ 
tently presented with all the op¬ 
tions. 

Poor provision of careers ad¬ 
vice, coupled with a rise in the 
school leaving age, has the po¬ 
tential to create a perfect storm 
for the apprenticeship system 
and the industries which rely on 
it."Nash concluded 

IMI is sponsoring National Ca¬ 
reers Week between the 2nd and 
6th of March in an effort to raise 
awareness of career opportuni¬ 
ties in the automotive sector.
